He broughtit home, and 
after he went out the dog was missing. I have 
looked tor it high and low and can’t find 
it,” replied Mrs. Francois, who was a_ little 
Woman with large, expressive biue eyes 
end thick, wavy, light brown hair. Thus 
rpeaking, she continued the search after the 
misting dog. 

Soon after Louis Francois, in company with 
William Walsh, a fellow werkman, entered the 
house.

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MURDERBR HOLMES CAPTURED 


He Jneffectualiy Swallows Poison---Is 
Strorgiy Guarded Against Mob Law, 

Paris, Texas, May 22.—O0. 2. Holines, the 
triple murderer, after an exciting chase, was 
overhauied and captured in the densely 
wooded bottoms of Red river, in Delta county, 
near his old home. He madea desperate re- 
sistance, and when overpowered attempted to 
commit suicide by swallowing a large dose of 
morphine. A physician was quickly sum- 
moned, who, by the prompt administration of 
a powerful emetic, counteracted the effects of 
the deadly drug and saved the life of the mur- 
derer. Holmes wasthen securely manacled 
and brought here and jailed. 

The excitement over the diabolical crime is 
yet intense, and fearing the excited populace 
mightattempt to wreak aummary vengeance 
upon the murderer, the jai! building is strong- 
ty guarded. Holmes is reticert and refuses to 
discloses the cause that actuated him to com- 
mit the tragic deed. Jealousy, however, is 
sup to have been the exciting cause. 

The remains of two of Holmes’s victims, 
Mrs. W. J. Tighe, his sister-in-law, and Pro- 
fessor J. W. Youmans, have been interred to- 
day, while Mrs. Holmes’s death is hourly ex- 
pected. Professor Youmans was a Canadian 
and had been engaged in teaching a class in 
music and elocutiong in this city, and was 
highly esteemed for his high social qualities.

St. Pav., Minn., May 22.—A special to the 
Dispatch from Winnipeg says: Colonel Herch- 
mer, at Battleford, has telegraphed to Inspec- 
tor Norman, of the mounted police, at this 
place, as follows: 

All the teamsters taken by ;Poundmaker’s Indi 
ane haye been released, and he has sentin here 
asking for terms of peace. 

A PEACE DELEGATION. 

Wixnxierc, Man., May 22,—A Battleford dis- 
patch of yesterday says: At sunset to-night 
Father Cochin and twenty-five other prisoners, 
bearing a white flag, arrived from Pound- 
maker’s camp with a letter asking upou what 
terms a surrender would be accepted. He 


wants a reply in two days. He also sent 
messengers with similar letters to General 
Middleton. This action was caused by the 
arrival of four half-breeds, who reported the 
capture of Riel. The news created consterna- 
tion inthe Indian camp, the braves hiding 
their rifles and removing their 
peipt. A council was held, and its 
result was a decision to send in the priest and 
prisoners. It seems that Poundmaker was on 
his way to join Riel when they met the half- 
breed scout. The letter was written at Pound- 
maker’s dictation by Jefferson, a schoolmaster 
on the reserve. The prisoners sent with Father 
Cochin include the twenty teamsters cap- 
tured in Eagle Hills, Fontaine, a captured 
scout, Bremner and Sayers, of Bresayior’s set- 
tlement, and two women in male apparel 
Twenty-one women and children from Bresay 
lor’s settlemert are held as hosteve. The team- 
sters sey they were well treated by the 
half breeds, who protected them with leveled 
rifles from the Indians, who threatened to kill 
the teamsters. They were obliged to work, 
and at night were guarded by a party of In- 
dians. Poundmaker irequently had difficulty 
in saving their lives. The Indien exmp pos- 
seseed over fifteen hundred souls, 560 mounted 
men, and 700 in all capable of bearing arms. 
Bremer says their loss at Cut Knife was fifty 
killed and seventeen wounded. Big Bear 
wes not at the fight, but his son 
participated. It is also claimed that only half 
the number of Indians were in the engage< 
ment with Colonel Otter’s force, but this is 
improbable. Poundmaker now holds a 
str. gL saggy near Lizard Lake, fifty miles 
from here. The body of Private Osgood was 
buried by the half treeds. The messengers 
sent daily to Big Bear by Pound maker 
returned. At the last mmtelligence Big Bear 
was between Pitt and Frog Leake. The In- 
dians sey he was ill treating the prisoners.

VICTOR HUGO DEAD. 


THE LAST BND OF THE GREAT 
FRENCHMAN., 


4ti Attendant Prevents the Offer of Spiritual Asaist- 
ance Prom Ke aching the Dying Man— The Af- 
shen Dispuie—-The English in Bgypt— 
Other Ol¢ World News Notes. 


- Pants, May 22.—Victor Hugo died at hal 
past one. It is reported that M. Hugo be- 
queathed his manuscripts to France, and that 
he left it to the republic to select a burial 
place for his remains, and to decide as to the 
form of his burial. 

The ministry will request the chamber of 
deputies to adjourn as a token of respect to the 
memory of the deceased. 

Victor Hugo’s condition was so manifestly 
worse this morning that his death was regard- 
ed as certain to take place within a few hours. 
When this facet became known, Cardinal Gui- 
bert, archbishop of Paris, sent specially to 
Hugo’s residence, offering to visit him and 
administer spiritual aid and the rites of the 
Catholic church. M. Lockroy, the poet’s son- 
in-law, who was in attendance atthe death- 
bed when the eardinal’s proffer came, replied 
fer Hugo, declining with thanksthe arch- 
bishop’s tender saying forthe dying man: 
‘Victor Hugo i expecting death, but he does 
not desire the services of a priest.’ 

_The governmet proposes acivil funeral for 
Victor Hugo at the expense of the state. The 
newspapers of Paris appear in mourning this 
evening. Itis believedthe funeral will be 
the grandest seen in France for a century. 

In the senate M. Leroyer delivered 
& eulogy on Hugo. he speaker 
said that for the past sixty years Victor Hugo 
bad been the admiration of France and the 
world. He had now entered immortality. 
Hia glory belonged to no party but to all men. 

Prime Minister Brisson delivered an eulogy 
in the chamber of deputies. He said the 
whole nation mourned the loss of Victor 
Hugo, and moved that the funeral of the poet 
be conducted at the state’s expense. The 
' motion was greeted with appleuse. The sen- 
ate and the chamber adjourned in respect to 
the death of Victor Hugo. 

M. Flouquet, president of the chamber of 
deputies, has requested Collast, the minister of 
the interior, to allow Hugo’s coffin to be 
pleeed under the are de triomphe for 
twenty-four hours. The municipal 
council has expressed the wish thatthe re- 
mains be interred inthe Parthenon. This wish 
will be considered by the council of ministers 
to-morrow. The death of Hugo dwarfs every 
other subject, political as well as social. 

A storm was raging when Victor Hugo died. 
The news of the death was announced to the 
assembled crowd by Victorien Sardou. The 
dying man Jay in a trance for some hours be- 
fore the end. He awoke suddenly, raised his 
head, en at his family and friends standing 
around the bed, and sank back lifeless. 

When the death was announced, there was 
en indecent rush of reporters to the house, and 
the servants were obliged to repel them. M.

THE PENJDEH INCIDENT. 


The Correspondence Which Took Place 
Upon the Occasion, , 

Lonpvon, May 22.--The correspondence which 
tcok place between Colonel Zakrjewski, of Gen- 
«ral Komaroff’s staff, and Captain Yate, of 
General Sir Peter Lumsden’s staff, respecting 
the Afghan situation at the time of the Penj- 
deh incident, is now made public. It shows, 
among other things, that on the same day that 
Colonel Zakrjewski accepted Captain Yate’s 
invitation to a collation, at which the situation 
of the opposing outposts was to be discussed, 
General Komaroff sent an ultimatum to Naib 
Salar, commander of the Afghan forces. This 
ordered Naib Salar to withdraw all his troops 
to the right bank of the Kuskh river. The 
ultimatum concluded in these werds: 

‘There will be neither negotiations nor explan- 
ations on the subject. You are toointeliigent and 
sharp sighted to compel me to see to the fulfill- 
ment of this demand.” 

Shorokoff, who was commander of the Tur- 
kestan battalion at the battle ef Dashkeri, 
says that two English oiitcers vainly tried to 
persuade the retreating Afghans to resist. 570 
Afghans were killed on the bridge. The Rus- 
sian government meditates establishing ex- 
lecsive irrigation works inthe newly-acquired 
territory. It is reported that the czar has re- 
sumed the war councils. 

Naib Saler replied that he had congulted 
with Captain Yates, and was bound to obey 
the ameer. General Komaroff rejoined, in- 
sisting that compliance with the terms of his 
ultimatum was necessary to preserve the 
veace. He warned Naib Salar against heed- 
ing the empty counsels of others, and con- 
cluded thus:.“‘The choice between friendship 
and enmity rests with you.” After the battle 
of Penjdeh, which followed this intercourse 
between General Komaroff and Naib Salar, 
Captain Yates wrote to Colonel Zakrjewski, 
soliciting protection and offering the services 
of the English doctors. 


The Evacuation of the Soudan. 
Rome, May 22.—In government circles it is 
denied that italy has any intention of evacus- 
ting the Soudan because of the alleged preva- 
lence of typhus fever among the [talian troops 
at Messewah. It is also denied that Italy in- 
tends to relinquish hercolonial policy. It is 
asserted by the government thet the stories 
about excessive mortality among the troops at 
Massaweh on account of typhus fever are un- 
true. 
The number of deaths from typhus is in- 
crearing among the Italian troops now stationed 
at Massewah, on the Red sea. The Iiztian 
press urges the reeall of the expedition. 


The Railway Plant at Saakimn. 
Loxpos, May 22.—lIt is estimated that,owing 
to the lack of dock facilities at Suakim, it 
would take until November next to unload 
all of the Berber railway plant now lying in 
the transports of Suakim. The admiralty are 
therefore debating the advisability of ordering 
the transports home with the plant in order 
to save tonnage. It is expected that no more 
than 3,500 troops will be left at Suakiz. 


Hiding Out From Inqalsitoin, 
Lonpos, Mey 22.—A great deal of comment 
wes caused by the absence from their places 
on the opening of the house of commons this 
afiernoon of three members of the cabinet, 
who were expected to answer certain ques- 
tions on the paper.

LOWNDES COUNTY INDIANS. 
Two Stories Told of my Karly Days in Geor- 
gia. 


From the Valdosta, Ga., Times. 

On Mr. Duncan Clayton’s place stands an 
old house that was built for a tort in the time 
ofthe Indian wars in this country. It was 
built of hewed logs and strongly staid together 
and is sound and good yet. It was converted 
into a dwelling in which Mr. Isham Clayton 
(the father ot D. and Jack Clayton) raised his 
family. Mr. Jack Clayton is responsible for 
the following story. Whenthe Indians were 
moving from this and upper counties to 
Florida their trail led by this house and they 
were repeatedly committing all kinds of depre 
dations and the people were in constant dread 
of being murdered and robbed. One night 
after they had retired they heard an awful 
lumbering and banging inthe smokehouse. 
They of course knew it was the Indians. No 
one dared to move as they expected to be at- 
tacked at every moment. Not even the faith- 
ful old hound was heard to bark as he was 
wont todo. So they spent one sleepless night 
and as soon as they could seein the morning, 
to their astonishment the smokehouse was 
locked as usual and no sign of Indians on the 
place. Someone had gone to the smokehouse 
that night and the old hound had slipped in, 
and with that cunning peculiar to his dogship, 
concealed himself until all was atill, and 
thought he would take in some lard. In those 
days they used large gourds to put lardin. He 
stuck his head in the lard gourd and when he 
had devoured all the lard he could not extri- 
cate his head from the gourd—hence the noise. 
I don’t know whether the honnd would holloo 
when you you pointed a switch at him before 
that or not, but he has done it ever since. 

A negro tramp calling himself: William 
Jones, attracted some attention on our streets 
yesterday. He claims to have left Mobile 
fifteen years ago when quite a boy with a 
horse drover named Eason King. They got 
out on the western trontier and were captured 
by the Indians. King was killed and he was 
kept and made aservant. He is covered with 
scars and tells wonderful tales. , Recently he 
made his escape and is trying to get back to 
his old home. In a railroad accident near 
Chicago he received a serious blow about the 
head trom which he became deaf.

* We print elsewhere the report of an inter- 
view be’d with the Hon. Samuel J. Randall 
by Mr. Nordhoff, the special correspondent 
of the New York Herald. Mr. Randall’s 
views are important not only because he is 
one of the foremost men of our times, but 
because upon him will devolve, as it has 
devolyed-heretofore, the leadership of the 
democratic party in congress. 

It will we cbrerved that Mr, Randall is 
more than pleased with the new administra- 
tion—more than pleased with the progress 
which President Cleveland is making toward 
givirg the country honest government. Mr, 
Randall points out the difficulties that beset 
those who kave io bring about a complete 
change in aflairs of administrative reform; 
he declares that the president has gained the 
confidence and approval of his party and the 
people at large; and he adds, significantly, 
that if the president goes on as he has¥gone, 


_in bis own way, following his own ideas of 


his duiy to the public, he will be, in the end, 
onecf the most acceptable presidents the 
country has ever had.

VICTOR HUGO. 

The dea‘h of Victor Hugo, which is an- 
nounced in our dispatches, removes the 
most eminent literary man of the period. 
He represented an epoch in French litera- 
ture. His genius was peculiarly French. 
He was precocious, intensely egotistical, 
grand, gentle, grotesque. He had a stormy 
career, due partly to his own peculiarities 
and partly to the times in which he lived, 
He was born in Besancon, February 26, 1802. 
He wss the son of an officer whose duties 
carried bim out of France, and, in his child- 
hood, he was carried to Elba, Corsica, Switz- 
erland and Italy, In 1809 he was carried to 
Paris, where, for two years, he pursued his 
studies under the supervision of his mother 
and an old priest, in company with an elder 
brother and a young girl who afterwards be- 
came his wife. 

After the fall of the empire, there was a 
separation between his father and mother, 
and he fell to the charge of the former. At 
this time he entered a private academy to 
prepare himself for admission to the poly- 
technic school. He developed a taste for 
mathematics, but hed a much stronger incli- 
nation for poetry, so much so that his father, 
on account of the promise displayed in his 
first poems, was persuaded to allow him to 
follow literature as a profession. 

In 1817, when fifteen years of age, he pre- 
sented a poem to the French academy which 
wen for bim honorable mention. In 1822 
he published a volume of poems that created 
a sensation, and this was followed by two 
novels, ‘‘Han d’ Island,” and ‘“Bug-Jargal,”’ 
in which the grotesque features of his pow- 
erfu! imagination were marked. 

He was the leader of the romantic school, 
which was opposed by the classicists, and 
the war between these schools culminaved at 
the presentation of Hugo’s drama of ‘“‘Her- 
nani.’ Theromantic school was victorious, 
and in 1841 Hugo was elected a member of 
the French academy. This is the highest dis- 
tinction in literature in France, and, having 
reached this, Hugo turned his attention to 
politics. In 1845 he was created a peer of 
France by King Louis Phillippe. After the 
revolution of 1848, he was elected a deputy to 
ihe constituent assembly. On his re-election 
to the legislative assembly he vehemently 
denounced the reactionary tendency of the 
majority and the secret policy of President 
Napoleon. When Napoleon declared the 
empire, Hugo was among the proscribed and 
took refuge in exile. It was during the 
years of his exile that he produced his great- 
est works, ‘‘Les Miserables’ standing at the 
head. 

During the last years of his life, Hugo has 
been idolized by the French people. He was 
recocnized notonly as their greatest literary 
man but as the representative of their striv- 
ings-- sain and inconsequent as these are— 
after \e highest ideal of liberty. Hugo's 
genii was not of the highest, being too full 
of hi. own personality; he was not. great as 
Shakspeare, Goethe and Moliere are great, but 
he bas a high place among the immortals. 
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NEW LIGHTONA DARK SUBJECT. 

There is at present such a deluge of articles 
on the negro problem that the problem 
would now spring into existence if it did not 
already exist. There seems to be among 
many writers and politicians an overwhelm- 
ing demand fora problem with a big P, and 
anything tending to supply the long felt want 
will be eagerly welcomed. 

Within the past year or so Professor Gil- 
liam, in the Popular Science Monthly, and 
Judge Tourgee, in his ‘‘Appeal to Cesar,” 
have created considerable uneasiness in cer- 
tain quarters by the manifest drift of their 
statistics and theories. They have made it 
appear by their figures taken from the census 
reports that the per centage of increase is 
much greater among the blacks than itis 
among the whites. They have a'!so present- 
ed figures tending to show that the blacks are 
mafsing in the cotton states. 

Admitting the correctness of the facts and 
figures advanced by these two writers, it fol- 
lows that ihe numerical preponderance of 
the blacks over the whites in the cotton belt 
is a question of only a very few years. For- 
tunately there are some people who do not 
take statistics upon trust, people who do not 
believe everything they seein print. To this 
class belongs Mr. Henry Garnett. Ina brief 
article published in the last numberof the 
Popular Science Monthly, Mr. Gannett boldly 
te kes issues with Messrs. Gilliam and Tourgee. 
Of course he starts out with the reasonable 
assumption that the ninth census was too de- 
fective to be taken into account in comparing 
the numerica! status of the two races, Throw- 
ing out the ninth census and comparing the 
eighth and tentb, Mr. Gannett shows thatin 
twenty years the whites increased sixty-one 
per cent, while the blacks increased only 
forty-eight per cent. And this, in spite of 
the fact that the whites were greatly depleted 
by a disastrous four-years war. 

But, according to this writer, it appears 
that the blacks have never increased in a per 
centage greater than thatof the whites ex- 
cept between the years 1800 and 1810, Tais 
is explained by the activity of the African 
slaye trade during the firstseven years of 
that period. Through all the census reports, 
it seems that the negro has never held his 
own in the per centage of increase, and it is 
upnatural to suppose that he can doso ina 
state of freedom when he is thrown upon his 
own resources. Nor is it true that the blacks 
are massing in the cotton states. The census 
reports show that their per centage of popu- 
lation there was the same in 1880 that it was 
in 1860, 

Mr. Gannett naturally concludes, after 
making this showing, that the negro problem 
isnot assuming any alarming proportions, 
and that there is not the slightest necessity 
of “‘An Appeal to Caesar,”’ or any other man. 


THE REPUBLICAN STRONGHOLD 
THREATENED, 


The republicans have lost all powerin the 
general government, which comes direct from 
the people, but they still control the courts 
where the judges hold office during good be- 
bayior, and they also hold the-senate, a body 
that consists of representatiyes of states. 
The length of a senatorial term also operates 
against a quick submission to the popular 
will. Inthe supreme court ani our house 
of lords republicanism clings tenaciously, 
and the election of John A. Logan to another 
term of six years does not increase the 
chances of a political change in the latter 
body. 

When New Hampshire elects a repnblican 
senator in June, and the Oregon legislature 


is conyened next fall to elect another, the 


senate will consist of thirty-four democrats 
and forty-two republicans, and this majority 


, of eight republicans will, barring acciden 
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stand until March 4, 1887, when terms axpile 
as follows: Democrats—Gray of Delaware, 
Jones of Florida, Gorman of Maryland, 
George of Mississippi, Jackson of Tennessee, 
Maxey of Texas, Camden of West Virginia, 
Cockrell of Missouri, and Fair of Nevada. 
Of these nine seats to be filled, eight will 
certainly be filled by democrats, and Senator 
Fair, of Nevada, can doubtless be his own 
successor if he desires an extension of politi- 
cal service. The present Nevada legislature 
is republican, but the bondnza people have 
never failed to carry the state when they 
went to work in earnest. Weare justifiedin 
assuming that Mr. Fair will either bring 
about his own election or the election of some 
other democrat. 

The question of democratic control in 1877 
then relates to gains in the seats, sixteen in 
number, now filled by republicans whose 
terms expire March 4, 1877. Thesixteen are: 
Mahone of Virginia, Miller of California, 
Hawley of Connecticut, Harrison of Indiana, 
Sewell of New Jersey, Miller of New York. 
Sherman of Ohio, Sawyer of Wisconsin, Ed- 
mundsof Vermont, Aldrich of Rhode Island, 
Mitchell of Pennsylvania, Van Wyck of Ne- 
braska, McMillan of Minnesota, Conger of 
Michigan, Dawes of Massachusetts, and Hale 
of Maine. The democrats need five of these 
sixteen seats. They will certainly get the 
seats now filled by Mr. Mahone of Virginia, 
Mr. Harrison of Indiana, and Mr. Sewell of 
New Jersey; for the three states named are 
unmistakeably demccratic, and there is no 
gerrymander in any one of them to overcome. 
The problem then is, can the democrats gain 
two more seats in California, Connecticut, 
New York, Ohio and Michigan? The ques 
tion is to be decided in these five states. Ii 
would seem as if it must be answered in the 
affirmative, for all five states are democratic 
on straight appeals to the people. New York 
and Connecticut went democratic last fall, 
and Michigan went democratic last month. 
Ohio and California are doubtful states with 
democratic tendencies. If there were equit- 
able apportionments in New York and Con- 
necticut the démocrats would not have to 
look further, butin both states unjust ap- 
portionments come to the support of the 
party that cannot face, unaided, the ballot 
boxes. The chances are very evenly bal- 
anced, but if the administration is as strong 
next fall in the five states mentioned as it 
now is, the democrats need not despair of re- 
gaining control of even the senate. 


A COBRESPONDENT of the New York Evening 
Post has feund in Drummondstown, Va., the typi- 
cal old-fashioned southern village of his dreams, 
Life moves on in Drummondstown as it did before 
the war. It is a place full of. old people, old 
houses and old traditions. Among the records are 
some remarkable papers. There are several en: 
tries which prove the Cavaliers to haye been 
nearly as severe as the Puritans in their treatment 
of schismatics and evil-doers, ‘‘One,’’ said Mr, 
Custis, the county clerk, ‘‘Goyernor Wise oiten 
declared to be the best example of vigorous Eng- 
lish in his range of reading.’”’ In 1663, it seems, 
a body of Quakers had settled at Anamessicks, 
in the north part of the county, and by refusing 
to pay tithestothe state church (the Episcopal!) 
and talking boldly against it had made themselves 
obnoxious to the magistrates. One Edmund Scar- 
borough was therefore dispatched against them, 
and his report of the expedition forms the docu- 
mentin question. Toshow the style, I give the 
opening sentence andafew extracts: ‘“‘Accom- 
panied with Colonel Stringer,four of yecommittee, 
and about forty horsemen, whom I took with me for 
pomp of safety and to repel that contempt which 
I was informed some Qiakers ana a fool in office 
had threatened to obtrude, I proceeded to Aname 
ticks,” etc. Later he thus portrays the “‘schismat- 
ics’: “George Johnson, the Proteus of heresy, 
who hath been often wanted in this county where 
he is notorious for shifiing scismatical cranks,’’ 
‘Thomas Price, a creeping Quaker, by trade a 
leather dresser,’’ ‘‘Ambrose Dixon, a caukker by 
profession, that lived long in the lower parts and 
often in question for his quaking proclivities.’’ 
‘'These are all,’’ he adds, “except two or three 
loose fellows yt fol'’ow ye Quakers for scrapps 
whom a good whip is fittest to reform,”’

THE ADMINISTRATION. 


Mr, Samuel J. Randall’s Views on the Presi- 
dent and the Future, 
From the New York Herald. 

Your correspondent had to-day a very interesting 
conversation with Mr, Samuel J. Randall, which, 
with his consent was later written down, and is 
now with his permission sent to the Herald, after 
his revision, 

It will be observed that Mr. Randall speaks with 
entire freedom and frankly of the political situa- 
tion, of the president and the administration, and 
what in his judgment lies in the future as to par- 
ties and politics. 


Your correspondent asked, ‘‘What do you think 
of the new administration?”’ 

Mr, Randall replied: ‘In my judgment it is 
going On as well as possible, and I am certain that 
it is makipg a good impression on the people. I 
notice some fault finding here and there, butI 
notice also that no one pretends to doubt the sin- 
cerity and honesty of the president’s intentions. 
When £0 great a changecomes about as a change of 
parties after a quarter of acentury,it is impos- 
sible, but that some minor errors should be made. 
But the people do not deal harshly with public 
men for small mistakes in judgment, if only they 
ree them to be honest and sincerely desirous to 
serve the general interest. 1 don’t believe that 
anyone of either party doubts the president's 
honest end patriotic purposes nor his ability and 
determination to serye, not merely his party, but 
the whole country,”’ 

‘“You think well of the president, then?’ 

*Yes,and the morelI see him and the better I 
pet to know him the more I perceive the sturdy 

onesty Of bis mind, the single hearted conscien- 
tiousness with which he acts. Some of our men 
say he moves tooslowly. That is true, but he has 
an immense work and responsibility upon him. 
Of all reforms administrative reform 1s the most 
Cifficult To ascertain where in the immense gov- 
ernment establishment bad methods prevail and 
incompetent or unfit persons are employed, and 
toimprove the methods and substitute faithful 
and competent men to do the work, is a huge 
task, for which even a single presidential term is 
scarcely adequate, What has been accom plished 
in the two montbsand a half since the 4th of 
March is necessarily only the beginning. The 
president and the cabinet have not had time 
to look closely into the machinery of the gov- 
ernment. They are at work, and reports from 
different and numerous points and places are com- 
iDg in and will be intelligently acted upon as re- 
ceived. All his public experience as mayor and 
governor has fitted Mr, Cleveland in a very es- 
pecial manner for his present task.” ' 

‘You believe, then, that with sufficient time the 
president will secure the confidence and approval 
of bis party and of the people at large?” 

‘*I believe he has these already; and I feel cer- 
tain that he will gain more and more entirely 
their undoubting trust. I will go further and say 
to you tbat if he goes on as he has gone,in his own 
way, following his own ideas of his duty to the 
public, he will be in the end one of the most ac- 
ceptable presidents wehave ever had. He will, 
through his success, by the year 1888, as the pub- 
lic admir istrator of a great trust, be renominated 
and re-elected, and I am satisfied th 
can do no be than faithfully stand by him an 
co-operate with him. The work of reform confided 
to him can hardly be completed in a single term. 
The country will re-elect him to secure the com: 
pletion of that work and give it the permanence 
which it ought to have for the general good.”’ 

“Do you mean that the true policy for your

nating Mr. Cleveland in 1888?” sie 

“That ismy view of the political situation. On 
general principles it must be plain to any one 
that we can more easily re-elect Mr, Cleveland 
than elect a new man.

This morning he went out to Hiley’s house and 
found him preparing to move. He informed Hiley 
that he hada warrant for his arrest. Hiley said 
that he did not care anything apout the warrant, 
that he was moving and that he would not be 
arrested. Bailiff Jones told him that he woulg 
have to change his mind and caught holgq 
of him. Hiley grappled with the 
officer, seizing him by the arms, At the same 
time he began stabbing the officer with a very 
Sharp knife. A terrible struggle ensued. The 
Officer was cut in botharms,oyer the left eye'and on 
the back of the neck, The worst wound was ig 
the muscle of theleftarm. Bailiff Jones succeed.

A Few Stanzas From Some Old Oonfederate 
War Songs. 
M. M, Folsom, in Valdosta, Ga., Times. 

The fresh young lips that warbled the songs 
of twenty years ago have grown withered and 
sere; butinthe heartof many a dignified 
matron still lingers the echo of those stirring 


strains. 

A few of the old “‘war songs’”’ have survived. 
Such songs as ‘‘Dixie,” “Maryland, my Mary- 
land,’”’ and others belong to the immortals. 
While flows the blood in a southern heart, 
their wild melody will cause the pulse to quick- 
en; and when the band strikes ‘‘Dixie” the 
response is generally thesame old “rebel yell” 
that nerved the arm of Stonewall Jackson’s 
‘foot cavalry.” 

The first time I ever heard “Dixie” it was 
played on an oldtime fiddle. I hada dear 
uncle who lived on Mud Swamp, in Lowndes 
county. He was home on a furlough, and his 
time expired the next day. So Uncle Ben took 
out his well loved violin and treated us to 
music. He wasa firstrate performer, and I 
shall never forget the thrill I experienced 
when he struck up Dixie. The old fiddle al- 
most spoke the homely lines: 

“In Dixie’s land whar I was born ia 
Early on one frosty mornin’, 

Look away; Look away, 
Look away for Dixie’s land.,”’ 

The plaintive rythms of the song as they 
rose and fell awoke the echoes, and a startled 
mocking bird uttered a few short notes in 
reply. 

“Away down south in Dixie!” The notes 
went ringing out through the dark pine woods 
and were re-echoed froma gloomy swamp 
where a great owl uttered the sombre querry, 
“to who? to who?”’ 

Uncle Ben left next day and never came 
back. 

How often have I heard the brave boyssing, 
with a suspicious quiver that Ssounded almost 
like a sob: 

‘I’m lonely since I crossed the hills 
For the girl I left behind me.’’ .. 

And how often was it the case that the brave 
laddie never came back, but left the dear one 
behind forever and for aye, to weep till her 
voung heart broke for the soldier boy whose 
form was left to moulder by Shenandoah’s 
bloody torrent. 

And how the girls used to sing: 

‘My homespun dress is plain 1 know, 
My hat’s palmetto too, 

But then it shows what southern girls 
For southern rights will do. 

Huzza! huzza! for the Bonny Blue Flag 
That bears asingle star.’’ 

One ridiculous piece of doggerel was very 

popular among the youngsters. It ran: 
‘Ole Gin’ral Scott, he began to trot, 
When he saw the seeds of sécession a-sowin.’ 
He began to trot for his half a gallon pot, 
To carry all the rebels over Jordan. 
John Brown’s dead an’ the last word he said 
Was don’ keep me ’ere a stannin’,’’— 
—and 80 on. 


I remember another that we relished. 
‘‘Ole massa settin’ in de windah see de smoke 
Whar de Linkum gunboats lay,’’ 
Then it went on to a verse which ran: 
“De mn pid about, an’ ’ecuts er mity 
swell; 
So we lock um upinde smoke house cellah, de 
key frowed in de well.”’ 7 
You see we kids cared very little about sen- 
timent, the song was what we were after. 
The detailed soldier had one like this: 
‘The Berrien hills they air so steep, 
Ther ’nough to make po’ details weep, 
An’ I wish 1 wus at home, 
An’ at home I arter be; 
An’ ef I wus at home 
The varmits wouldn’t bite me.’’ 


One of a more martial character was: 
“*T’]] take my knapsack on my back, 
My rifle} on my shoulder; 
Put on the gray, and march away, 
» Forl’m bound to bea soljdier.”’ 
One of the favorites with ladies, began: 
‘On the banks of the Potomac, there’s an army 80 


rand, 
And ony, are trying {to subjugate Dixie’s fair 
and.”’ 


Did you ever sit on a crooked tence, just as 
the sun had sunk to rest, and the whole west 
was a blaze of glory with the first faint stars 
just peeping out in the purple dome of heaven? 
If you ever did, and was so fortunate as to hear 
two or three negro boys about halfa mile off, 
“blowing quills,” as they came from the 
fields, then you have not lived in vain. This 
quaint instrument was made oftwo or three 
reeds, cut different lengths, and held with the 
edge to the lips. The notes that were lacking 
were supplied by hallooing. The music has 
never been excelled in sweetnesss. 

Ab,ime! so far as pure, unalloyed, happiness 
is concerned I’d rather be a plantation darkey, 
aud plow a one-eyed mule,then to wear the 
purpie ard fipe 'inen ot.am emperor and fare 
sumptuously every day 

There never was, nor is, nor ever will be, 
anything as sweet as the olddife on the Geor- 
gia plautation home. No matter how hard 
tLe day’s work, the darkey would *top at the 
low gete, pat his feet and bends and rattle oil: 

‘Nigger on a woodpile 
Couldn’t count seven, 

Frew ‘im ina fedder bed, 
'E fought ’e gone to heayen.’”’

And the Story of How It Was Palled

About 
two years ago the relations hitherto eXisting 
between Ratteree and Sarah Chapman 
were dissolved, it is said, because a 
younger and a (fairer woman had 
supplanted her in the antique but active af- 
fections of her lord. Both parties wanted the 
General and the Judge.

THE CUSTODY OF THE CHILDREN 
was brought before the ordinary. Their 
mother charged that Ratteree fed the boys on 
meal bran and treated them 80 cruelly that they 
ought to be given to her to insure th 
suppert and protection. The evidence, how- 
ever, showed that Ratteree was kind tothe 
children, and wes having them educated. 
These factsand his own abilitv to care for 
them induced the ordinary to award to him 
their custody. That decision did not satisfy 
the mo'ber, who has continued to clamor for 
her children, and to make it very cheerful for 
the ¢ld gentleman whenever she found an 
opportunity. Patience is not a marked virtue 
in Ratteree’s character, and it finally failed 
before the constant attacks of Sarah Chapman. 
One Saturday evening about two months ago 
General Alexander Ratteree came running to 
his father with the announcement that he had 
just seen his mother at the house occupied by 
the woman who had usurped her place in 
his father’s heart and that she meant 
to spend thenight there.

Ratteree says his grey hair suffered 
considerable ioss and that he felt 
effect of Sarah’s nails on his face and neck. 
The woman swears that she bad decidedly the 
worst of the bout, and that when she escaped 
from Raiteree she combed from her hair the 
loosened kcks which she carefully saved to 
bear testimony against her assailant. Ratteree 
omitted tosave historn out hair and the 
dramatic effect was all on the 
side of the prosecution. The presentation of 
the handful of hair had an evident effect on 
the jury. It matched that still remaining on 
the woman’s head, and she handled it with a 
proprietary air whch aroused a deep confi- 


dence in the statement it had once 
edorned her head. Both the General

The East Tennessee Railroad Grants Rebil- 
ling Privileges for Atlanta, 


The necessary orders have been issued that 


puts the East Tennesse, Virginia and Georgia 
railroad on a line with the competing roads in 
the matter of oo, $a freights. 

As matters now stand, all the roads give 
the reshipping privilige, but the privilege of 
rebilling is ecnfined to the system that brings 
the goods south.

The Central 
will rebill similar goods shipped by its con- 
nections.

HOW’ A MARRIED MAN AND A SIN- 
GLE LADY LIVED, 


Frank T,Kelly and Miss Mollie Suliivan Elope From 
Hampden, Maryland-They Come to Atlanta 
lone, as Men and Wife—Her Brother 
Follows Her—Keliy is Arresced, 


An interesting party assembled at police 
headquarters yesterday afternoon about five 
o’clock. 

There was a big sensation in the party. 

The party was composed of Miss Mollie Sul- 
livan of Frederick, Md., Edward T. Kelly of 
Hampden, Md., and Frank Sullivan of Wash- 
ington, D. C., and Chief Connolly. 

Miss Sullivan was the star of the group. 
She is a young lady of twenty-one years, and 
is decidedly handsome. She has a beautiful, 
even featured face, coal black eyes, rosy 
cheeks and hairas dark as a raven. Her 


mouth was perfect, and when a pleasant, 
fascinating smile parted her lips, a most beau- 
tiful set of teeth was exhibited. Miss Sullivan 
was not under arrest, but was being detained 
by Chiet Connolly at her brother’s request. 

Edward T. Kelty was the second figure in 
the party. Kelly is a large, genteel looking 
man, about forty-two years of age, and was 
well dressed. He was a married man, and 
he was under arrest. 

Frank Sullivan was present as his sister’s 
guardian. 

WHY THEY WERE WANTED. 

On Wednesday last two strangers appeared 
at police headquarters and asked for Chief 
Connolly. One of the strangers was Frank 
Sullivan, the other was a Baltimore detective. 
They obtained a private interview with Chief 
Connolly. Mr. Sullivan informed the chief 
that he was in the city looking for his sister, 
who had been abducted from home. He 
said tbat she had been enticed away 
by aman named Kelly.

This 
was a surprise to her family, and her brother 
went to Hampden et once to ascertain some- 
thing about the man who was to become his 
brother-in-law. When he reached Hampden 
he was greatly surprised at find- 
ing that his sister had mys- 
teriously disappeared and _ that a

had left his home about the same time. Mr. 
Sullivan was shocked, but went to work to sift 
the matter. He ascertained that one evening 
just before he reached Hampden his sister 
stated tothe lady she was visiting that she 
was going oul to call on some lady friends and 
that she never returned. He also learned 
that on the same evening Kelly had gone to 
his home and after supper asked tor his 
youngest child, a little girl of four years. 
Kelly made no _ further inquiry and 
quietly sauntered out. This was 
the last seen of him. The 
nonesappearance of either on the followin 
dey, excited no comment, but onthe thir 
day the idea of am elopement presented itself. 
When Mr. Sullivan ascertained these facts, he 
became satisfied that his sister had been ab- 
ducted by Kelly. He could not believe she 
had eloped with him. He wentat once to 
Baltimore and employed a detective. The 
monumental city was ransacked but the mis- 
an girl could not be found and noclue to 
Kelly could be obtained. 

Mr. Sullivan returned to his home to ar- 
range his business affairs so as to continue the 
search. When he arrived home he fouad 
a letter mailed at Atlanta, Ga. Tae letter was 
signed by Patrick J. Mulligan and advised the 
Sullivan family not to bother Frank Edwards 
and his wife. The Sullivans did not know 
Mulligan, neither could they recall a man 
nemea Edwards. The letter was shown tothe 
detective, who instantly came to the conclu- 
sion that Frank Edwards and his wife were 
Frank Kelly and Miss Sullivan Acting upon 
this theory Mr. Sullivan and the detective 
came to Atlanta. They wanted to avoid any 
notoriety and began hunting the place quietly, 
but after a week’s hard work called on Caiet 
Connolly for assistance. 

HOW THEY WERE CAUGHT. 

When he had heard the story he at once de- 
tailed Detective Poole to co-operate with Mr. 
Sullivan and the Baltimore detective. Detec- 
tive Poole was not long in 
ascertaining that a lady =answer- 
ing the description of Miss Sullivan 
wasinthe habitof calling atthe postoffice 
every day and asking for letters addressed to 
Mrs. Patrick J. Mulligan, Mrs. Frank Edwards 
or Mrs. F.T. Kelly, but luck seemed to be 
against him until yesterday afternoon when 
he encountered her. The detective followed 
her from the postofiice until she entered a 
boarding house, No. 78 Collins street. He then 
returned and reported his progress to Mr. Sui- 
livan. Detective Poole sought the proprietor 
of the house, Mr. Cannon, and from him as- 
certained that the lady was Mrs. Edwards and 
thet her husband was _ superintending 
some work at Julius L. Brown’s residence. 
Mr. Cannon said thatthey were from Mary- 
land and that they had begun to suspect that 
all was not right with them. Mr. Sullivan 
then sought thel lady and recognized her as 
his sister. The meeting between the brother 
and sister was affecting. She threw her arms 
about his neck and kissed him often and 
warmly. She wasthen requested to go to 
police headquarters, which she did. 

KELLY ARRESTED, 

When Detective Poole ascertained that 
Kelly was at Mr. Brown’s residence he 
sent Patrolman Abbott and the 
Baltimore detective after him. When they 
reached Kelly he at once realized that he was 
in for it. He believed that the detective was 
Miss Sullivan’s brother, and fearing that he 
would be hurt begged the patrolman. to pro- 
tect him. He was taken to police headquart- 
ere and locked up. 

The young lady promised her brother to 
return home with him. She said that she 
regretted whatshe bad done and that she 
would never do wrong again. She is ex- 
tremely bright. She talks fluently and is 
thoroughly educated. She and her brother 
will leave for Baltimore this morning. 

Kelly is nowin cell No.4. He says: “I 
don’t blame her brother for feeling bad to- 
wards me, but then the girl was not pure 
when I first met her. I left with her ona 
little frolicand have had a good time. I 
came to Atlanta about five weeks ago and 
can’t tell howlongI will stay. I stopped 
first at the Grant house and then went to the 
boarding house on Collins street. But they 
can’t do anything with me.”’ 

Kelly is in good circumstances. He lett a 
wife and five children in Hampden. He takes 
his confinement cooly. 

MP. Sullivan is a gentlemanly looking man, 
and saysthat his family had been greatly 
hurt by the scandal. He avowed his inten- 
tion to kill Kelly.
